THE Republican party of Texas leaves the latchstring on

That is politics of some sagacity, in contrast with the 


position of the Democratic party. It might almost be dubbed 
astute. The Democratic regime in this State has had things 
Its own way so long that it can't get over its belief in the di- 
vine-right-of-Democrats.

A bond is a costly burden, and the state that commits

stallments paid during the year. 


Baltimore Ratio Highest

41.5 per cent, had made installment 
payments in that year.

toast are lost. 
The thickness ot 


the bread prevents the hoot from 
penetrating and thoroughly effect- 
Ing the change In the starch con- 
tent. 
The steaming softens the 


toast and destroys its crlspneas 
. Bread should be cut (n thin 
slices and toasted not too fast if 
full benefit is to be had from its 
toasting.
